Negro Murderer Also to Be Ex- 
ecuted at Same Time. in 
City Jail.

Formalities for the execution by 
har ging of Andrew B. Meadows, 
56-year-old night watchman, and 
Emmerson White, 31-year-old Ne- 
gro, in the City Jail at 6 a. m. to- 
morrow have been completed. The 
mandate for Meadows’ death was 
received from the State Supreme 
Court yesterday and his death 
warrant turned over to the Sher- 


iff. White's death warrant had 
already been issued. 

Both men appeared resigned to 
their fate. The Supreme Court has 
denied an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus for Meadows’ 
discharge and Gov. Caulfield has 
refused to act on his appeal for 
clemency. The Governor has re- 
fused to commute White’s death 
sentence or grant him a reprieve. 

Placed under a 48-hour death 
watch by -deputy sheriffs yester- 
day, the condemned men spent the 
day calmly. Meadows, smoking a 
pipe phlegmatically, was visited by 
his wife and 22-year-old daughter. 
White, father of four chilrden, was 
visited by a friend. 

The men were permitted to ‘call 
for anything they wished to eat to- 
day. The food will be paid for out 
of the $250 State fund provided for 
the expenses of the execution. 

Meadows is to be hanged for his 
part in the burning of the Bucking- 
ham Annex Hotel, destroyed by fire 
Dec. 5, 1927, with the loss of seven 
lives, and White for the murder 
with a hatchet of a 70-year-old Ne- 
gro on New Tear's day, 1930. 

Shortly after dawn tomorrow 
they will be taken from their cells 
to the death chamber. The twin 
trap doors will be sprung electric- 
ally by one of five deputy sheriffs 
who will press five buttons simul- 
taneously. One of the buttons will 
spring the traps. 


DAUGHTER OF WHELAN, CIGAR 
STORE MAN, DIES IN PARIS 


Mrs. Katherine Gordon-Ellis Said 
to Have Taken Overdose of 
Sleeping Medicine.

PARIS, July 114.— Despite the 
efforts of doctors who worked 50 
hours to save her life, Mrs, Kath- 
erine Whelan Gordon-Ellis, daugh- 
ter of the late Frederick Whelan, 
American chain cigar store execu- 
tive, died last night in the Ameri- 
Hospital.

duction. A driver may earn about 
$8 a day with commissions, work- 
ing a six-day week, a dairy execu- 
tive said. While the 8 per cent 
reduction has applied only to base 
pay, the dairymen request that it 
apply to commissions also.

AGNINST CORN. BORER 


Secretary Hyde Says Appropri- 
ation Is lnadequate - Expert 
Thinks Pest Unconquerable. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 14. — The 
quarantine on the corn borer will 
be lifted by the Department of 
Agriculture tomorrow. 

Secretary Hyde announces that 
as the Congress cut the appropria- 
tion to fight the pest from $7£3,- 
000 to $295,000, the quarantine 
would have to be raised. 

The insect has cost the Federal 
Government around $20,000,000. 
This year the House Appropriations 
‘Committee decided that in the gen- 
eral economy campaign the allow- 
ance could be reduced, as Nils A. 
Olsen, chief of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, testified: 

“The corn borer has gotten away 
from us. We evidently cannot 
stamp it out. The present opinion 
of entomologists is that it is im- 
possible to exterminate the pest 
and that it is likely to spread over 
the entire corn belt.” 

Back in 1918 the bug was 
brought into Massachusetts from 
abroad. Quarantine regulations 
were announced, but by 1921 the 
pest was into the Middle West. 


In 1927 President Coolidge got] 


a $10,000,000 appropriation to fight 
the borer. In 1928 he signed a bill 
for another $7,000,000. Since then, 
annual appropriations in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000 had been 
made. 

But the corn borer spread. Last 
year, Olsen told the House commit- 
tee, the pest had extended to 
Northeastern Indiana and a sub- 
stantial part of Michigan. Its prog- 
ress was slowed somewhat by the 
drouth. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee had expected the reduction 
of $500,000 this year could be met 
by elimination of road patrol work. 
Secretary Hyde said, though, that 
the remaining $295,000 “is entirely 
inadequate to prevent the shipment 
or trucking of corn from the in- 
fected arears and to carry out the 
other measures essential for the 
protection of uninfested districts, 
and the department therefore has 
no choice but to cancel the regula- 
tions.“ 


STOLEN GOODS FOUND ON SALE 
IN MAIN CLEVELAND STREET 


Bold Effort to Dispose of Merchan- 
dise Frustrated by Daughter of 
Victim; Five Held. 
By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, July 14. — Five 
persons were held as suspects to- 
day in what police said was one of 
the boldest attempts ever made to 
dispose of stolen goods in this city. 

The stolen merchandise, includ- 
ing furs, dresses, drapes and other 
articles, was found on sale in a 
downtown shop on Euclid avenue, 
the city’s main business thorough- 
fare. 

Three young women set out to do 
detective work after nearly 200 
dresses were stolen from the Scher 
Frock Shop on the East Side. The 
girls were Edith Scher, 20 years 
old, daughter of the proprietor, and 
two clerks, Lillian Goodrich, 21, 
and Claire Bernstein, 24. 

For several days they visited 
shops and stores in the chance of 
finding the stolen goods. Yester- 
day their efforts were rewarded. 
Recognizing several stolen dresses 
when they posed as customers in 
the Euclid avenue shop, one of 
the girls called detectives. 

The officers arrested the proprie- 
tors and two employes, and later 
arrested Peter Gualardi, 30, and his 
wife, Mildred, 24, as suspects of the 
thefts.

IRISH FREE STATE TO FIGHT 
BACK AT BRITAIN ON TARIFF 


Retaliation Planned in Emergency 
Bill Introduced in the 
‘ Dail. 
By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, July 14.—The Irish 
Free States intends to meet the 
new British duties on its goods 
with a retaliatory tariff against 
Great Britain, it is announced. 

The Free State Cabinet decided 
to start the tariff war by intro- 
ducing an emergency bill in the Dail 
Eireann today to deal with the sit- 
uation created by British duties of 
20 per cent on the principal Free 
State exports, such as livestock, 
dairy products, bacon and pork. 

The British duties were imposed 
to recover losses to the British 
Treasury caused by the Free State’s 
default of land annuity payments. 

The bill, which would be rushed 
to passage this week, would confer 
on the Executive Council the same 
power as the British Government 
obtained from Parliament. The 
Council would be enabled to impose 
duties of an unspecified amount 
on any particular description.

PALO ALTO, Cal., July 14. — 
America’s warning ‘to the invading 
army ot athletes seems likely to be 
sounded with record-smashing em- 
phasis in the final Olympic track 
and ‘tryouts, Friday and Sat- 
urday, before upwards of 30,000 
spectators in Stanford University’s 
beautifully laid out stadium. 

Combined with the national 
senior A. A. U. championships for 
1932, the decisive tests for the 
American team, which will carry 
the shield in the blue-ribbon events 
of the tenth Olympiad at Los An- 
geles two weeks hence, have 
brought together the greatest col- 


_ lection of track and field stars in 


the country's history. World rec- 
ord breakers, present and prospec- 
five, will be featured in at least 
seven events. 

“So far as most of the main 
events are concerned, you pick the 
winners out of a iat just as easily 
as you can figure them on a dope- 
sheet,” Lawson Robertson, the 
American Olympic head coach, told 
the Associated Press today. “We 
should have no alibis when this 
team is finally chosen, by actual 
tryouts, to meet the best that the 
rest of the world can offer. It's the 
greatest lineup I have ever seen.” 
Results to Determine U. S. Team. 

The American team, barring 
some last-minute change of heart 
by Olympic officials, or extraordi- 
nary developments, will stand on 
the results of the tryouts. The de- 
sire of Ben Eastman, famous Stan- 
ford runner, to compete only in 
the 400-meter run, has disposed of 
the talk of picking him, without 
trial, for the 800 meters. 

Eastman has been a storm-cen- 
ter ever since the forces began as- 
sembling for the final trials. Since 
his defeat in the intercollegiate 440 
by Bill Carr of Pennsylvania, Big 
Ben has been pointed for a return 
duel and “revenge” in the 400 me- 
ters. Bastman and Carr are “seed- 
ea” in separate heats of the 400 
tomorrow, but, barring the biggest 
kind of an upset, probably will 
battle it out in the final Saturday. 

Even Money on 440 Duel. 

Coast enthusiasts today, however, 
were offering no better than even 
money that Eastman would take 
Carr’s measure, following word the 
Stanford runner had been affected 
by a slight cold. Easterners of- 
fered the suggestion that either 
Karl Warner of Yale or Reginald 
Bowen, former Pittsburgh star, 
might contribute another upset, if 
Carr failed to repeat. The world 
record of 47 seconds should be 
knocked bow-legged, anyway. 

The preliminaries tomorrow will 
reduce the all-star field from 
around 300 athletes to not more 
than 126 for Saturday's finals. This 
will be cut in half again by the de- 
clding tests. The first three in 
each of 18 events will qualify for 
the Olympic team, in addition to 
which extra men will be chosen for 
the 400 and 1600 meter relay teams. 

Although the spotlight focuses on 
a flock of Pacific coast stars, all 
eager to add the California touch 
to California’s Olympics, the dope- 
sheets indicated the East and Mid- 
dle West will contribute most of 
the place-winners. On a consensus 
of experts, the prospects point to 
these results: East, 29; Mid-West, 
21; Far West, 17; South, 2. This 
includes the selections already 
made for the decathlon and mara-

WHAT RECORDS MEAN. . 
In these days of chasing after 
records one can read almost every 
day how so and so has run, cycled, 
thrown, danced, etc., a new world’s 
record. In reading such news, many 
have perhaps started thinking, 
where the limit is, or whether there 
is such a limit. Of runners’ rec- 
ords there has been written and 
talked such a lot, that it is simply 
waste to fill any more columns with 
such talk. However, when it is 
the question of running, I may 
have something to say of my deep 
deliberations on the subject, and 
as it may be of interest to the pub- 
lic at large, what I may have to 
say, well—here goes. I do not care 
to say anything however about 
anything under the so-called Eu- 
ropean mile, not because I should 
not have to say anything, but be- 
cause I have never run those dis- 
tances in the competing spirit, so 
that they are from a practical 
point of view outside my branch. 


Ladoumegue’s Feat. 
Where we examine the develop- 
ment of the world’s mile record, 
we find how it has taken a véry 
long time to improve it. The op- 
posite is the case with 1500 meters, 
the so-called European mile. The 
reason is Great Britain’s famous 
old runner W. B. George kept the 
mile in his hands, but left the 
1500 meters to weaker men to run. 
George’ time in 1886 for the mile— 
4.12.8—would mean for the 1500 
meters about 3.53,5-3.54,0. George's 
record is, even if we consider the 
method of measuring in those days 
-~18 inches in the curve instead of 
the present 12—the greatest 
achieved in the world up to then. 
George belongs to that super-class 
which had no members before him, 
and to which only Bouin, Koleh- 
mainen, Ritola, Wide, Ladoumegue, 
I and possibly Ray also have been 
able to reach after him, That is, 
as pure runners. In competition 
tactics all these are not of the 
same class. 

George’s record held for 29 years, 
when Taber improved it by 1-6 
second. Taber however used fore- 
runners, wherefore his achieve- 
ment cannot be compared by any 
means with George’s great run. 
Taber’s record stood for eight 
years. Then I broke it $0 sévere- 
ly, that one may say that George 
I ran 4.10,4 
in a hard duel, i. e., not in the 
best possible circumstances. In 
1921 already I should have been 
ripe for a new record on that dis- 
tance, but I was not thinking of 
it, as the mile is run very seldom 
in Europe. '

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CHU STORY OF 
Batre REYNOLDS’ DEATH 


| Says He Does Not See How 
Albert Walker Did All He 
Declared He Did in it 


INVESTIGATION OF 
FINGERPRINTS MADE 


Possibility That Marauder 
Killed Tobacco Heir Is 
Considered—Grand Jury 
Does Not Act. 


By the Associated Press. 
WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., July 
14.—Bit by dit Sheriff Transou 
Scott has added to his evidence in 
the investigation into the fatal 
shooting of Smith Reynolds, heir 
to the R. J.. Reynolds tobacco for-. 
tune, but there was no indication 
today that a solution was near. 
A section of door jamb from the 
bathroom connecting with the bed- 
room of Libby Holman, Broadway 
singer and widow of Reynolds, was 
removed for preservation. 
Finger prints were found on the 
section underneath what seemed to 
be bloody finger marks. The blood- 
stained marks were described by J. 
Erle McMichael, assistant solicitor, 
as too indistinct for comparison. 
The finger prints below were clear. 
McMichael told the Coroner’s jury 
that they did not correspond with 
any of the prints made of all per- 
sons known to have been in the 
Reynolds home for the gay party 
that preceded the shooting. 
It was admitted officially that 
the finger prints being preserved 
might have been made at any time 
within the recent past. 

Possibility of Marauder. 
Checking every lead that might 
afford the slightest information re- 
garding the death, attributed by the 
Coroner’s jury to “unknown par- 
tles“ after an original suicide ver- 
dict had been invalidated, officers 
admitted they had not overlooked 
the remote possibility that an out- 
sider, a marauder, might have been 
concerned. 

They have mentioned the testi- 
mony of C. Raymond Kramer, Long 
Island tutor of Reynolds, that Rey- 
nolds rushed out at 10:30 p. m. 
when Kramer drove up in his au- 
tomobile and asked the latter about 
another automobile which Reynolds 
thought had entered the premises 
about the same time. Kramer said 
he saw no indication of the other 
car and there was no mention of 
the circumstance by any other wit- 
ness. 

Sheriff Scott said he did not see 
how Albert Walker, chum of 
Reynolds, could have done e- 
erything he testified he did in the 
10 minutes between the time an 
ambulance was called and the time 
Walker arrived at a hospital with 
Reynolds in a private automobile 
after deciding the ambulance would 
be too slow. 

Nor did he understand the appar- 
ent bullet hole in a window screen 
which was not in line with other 
evidence concerning the direction 
of the bullet which pierced ‘the 
young millionaire’s brain. a 

The pistol with which Reynolds 
was killed was found lying in plain 
sight, near where Reynolds fell, 
four hours after the shooting, de- 
spite the testimony at the inquest 
of W. E. Fulcher, night watchman, 
that he made a thorough search of 
the room immediately following the 
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shooting without finding the 
weapon. 
The Shooting Year Ago. 


Officers indicated. they had not 
discarded the inquiry into the in- 
cident at Port Washington, L. L, 
nearly a year ago in which a pis- 
tol was discharged in a house rent- 
ed by Libby Holman. The first 
report was that the bullet made 
a hole in Reynolds’ shirt. 

Mrs. Reynolds described tk. in- 
cident to the Coroner’s jury, but 
she denied the bullet had pierced 
the clothing of her future hus- 
band. She said she pulled the 
trigger on the insistence of Rey- 
nolds, who sought to demonstrate 
how the trigger of the revolver 
could be pulled without firing the 
weapon, by leaving an empty cylin- 
der under the hammer. Some-

it was advisable to hold the office 
force well intact. 

Woodruff was questioned as to 
the details of all the expense ac- 
counts he had rendered in the past 
218 months. These showed that he 
was traveling on State business 
approximately Ralf his time. He 
made from one to three trips a 
month to Unionville, his former 
home, or to Kirksville, Milan and 
Edina, which are near Unionville, 
that since the campaign began he 
has made two trips to Salem, the 
home of William P. Elmer, Beck- 
er's campaign manager, and that 
in July, 1981, he charged expenses 
in Piedmont, near which Becker 
has a fishing lodge. 

Under examination, he testified 
that his car broke down at Pied- 
mont and that he was compelled to 
remain three days waiting for parts 
needed for the repairs, and that he 
went out to the fishing lodge. He 
admitted that he had selpt one 
night at the lodge and had eaten 
some meals there. 

Asked to explain how he ac- 
counted for an expense account 
charge for three nights lodging in 
Piedmont and charges for all 
meals, he replied that he “might 
have given somebody a dollar” at 
the lodge and that he bought some 
food and took it out. 

He said Becker was not at the 
lodge at the time and that he could 
not remember who were the others 
at the lodge. 

Through severa: hours of ques- 
tioning he almost invariably an- 
swered as to each trip that he had 
no recollection as to the business 
he had and no recollection as to 
the individuals with whom he had 
business. . His usual reply was that 
it “must have been on automobile 
business.“ 

He recalled that on several trips 
he conferred with prosecuting offi- 
cials on enforcement of the auto- 
mobile laws, on several he con- 
ferred with managers of branch 
offices, that once in Putnam 
County, of which Unionville is the 
county seat, he looked into a viola- 
tion by Iowa authorities of the au- 
tomobile reciprocity agreement be- 
tween the states.

Our honeymoon interrupted by the death of her father, we re- 
turned to St. Petersburg anxious to assist Nicky and Alix in their in- 
ital steps as sovereigns. No two newlywed couples could have been 
more intimate, At first we occupied adjoining apartments in the 
enormous Anichkoff Palace, all four of us wishing to be near the 
Dowager Empress, Then we moved together to the Winter Palace, a 
place of depressing magnitude, with its bedrooms reminding one of 


American convention halls. 


In the spring we stayed in 
Gatchino, in the summer in Peter- 
hof. In the fall we voyaged to 
Abbas-Tuman to be near Georgie 
and to the Crimea where by estate 
of Ay-Todor was adjoining Nicky's 
palace in Livadia. Always together, 
never tiring of our friendship. 
When my daughter Irene was born 
in July, 1895, Nicky and Alix shared 
my joy and sat for hours at 
Xenia’s bedside admiring the beau- 
tiful features of the future Princess 
Yousoupoft. 

A newcomer in Russia, Alix felt 
a natural desire to spend her time 
with the people she trusted and 
understood, which brought our in- 
timacy to a point rarely reached by 
relatives-in-law. Long after meals 
we would remain at the table going 
over the reports presented, to 
Nicky by his ministers. In my anx- 
iety to be of value to the throne I 
emphasized the urgent necessity of 
building a large battle fleet. Ten 
years of service in the navy had 
opened my eyes to the inadequacy 
of our national defense, I knew my 
subject well and was able to 4up- 
ply Nicky with carefully verified 
data.. He decided that I should 
prepare a short pamphiet, to be 
printed in 100 copies only and to 
be distributed among the elder of- 
ficers of the navy. This project 
amounted in a way to a plot 
hatched by the Czar and his broth- 
er-in-law against the Minister of 
the Navy Tchichacheff and the 
Grand Admiral of the Navy Grand 
Duke Alexis.
